He makes our having trien- 
uta Parliaments one great End of the Revolution; yet I 
think there was a Law for triennial Parliaments in the 
Reign of King Charles I. and 1 have feen a Declaration 
of King Fames I1. after his Abdication, wherein a 
other Promifes made to the People of England, there is 
one relating to Parliaments. Thus it is evident, take 
what Steps you will, there may be Grievances, or pre- 
tended Grievances, upon this Head. It was atter the Re- 
volution that triennial Parliaments were fertied. The 
fame Authority afterwards fettled /eptenniad Parliaments, 
and this Authority muft refettic srienniad ones, if ever we 
have them. Ali Parties therefore muft agree in this, that 
the Duration of Parliament, as fettled by Parliament is 
legal; that.is to rh it is as legal as any other Law to 
wh:ch the Submiflion of every Subje& isr ; other- 
wife we never were right, nor ever can be fo. Such 
therefore as ld perfuade us, that the People have fome

do it to divide and delude their Fellow-fubjets, to ferve 
their own private Ends and Parpofes.

their Good, Neither is the Confequence of this Queftion 
fo great as that of another, which is feldom ask’d, viz.

do the Nation’s Bufinefs? Rome was beft govern’d when 
her Senators made the worft Speeches. The Harangues 
in Saluf? are very fine, but the Romans were very miler- 
able when they were made. We ought to eftimate Par- 
liaments by the Aéts, and not by the Speeches made in 
them ; and when we cenfure or commend a Seflions, we 
fhould do it from che Statute-book rather than from the 
Magazines.
